G raveside services w ere con­ 
ducted Tuesday for one of the 
m o st prom inent citizens of Palm 
Springs, who had figured in the 
progress and developm ent of the 
V illage for the past 30 years—Al­ 
v a h D. Hicks, who died a week 
ago today a t the age of 60 years.

Springs w here he at once in ter­ 
ested him self in the developm ent 
of the com m unity. He bought the 
P a l m V alley W ater company 
w hich he reorganized in 1927 as 
th e Palm Springs W ater company. 
H e was president and principal 
stockholder of the Palm Springs 
B uilders Supply 
com pany 
and 
also had been a director on the 
C oachella V alley County W ater 
district. 
A s recently as three w eeks ago 
h e took an active part in a w ater 
h earin g held here by th e state 
railw ay commission. 
ACTIVE IN VILLAGE 
Besides his other interests, he 
developed num erous desert tracts 
in to 
beautiful 
residential 
dis­ 
tric ts and into business property. 
T hroughout his tim e here, he was 
activ e in th e progress of th e Vil­ 
lage. 
Besides his wife, Jane, he is 
survived by tw o sons, H arold J. 
H icks, w ell know n in local realty 
a n d civic activity circles and M il­ 
to n A. Hicks, also w ell know n 
h e re and now ini the South Pacific 
w ith the U nited States Navy.

As the result of an expressed 
desire on the p art of the 
City 
Council to make available to the 
citizens of Palm Springs a com­ 
prehensive statem ent 
regarding 
the financial condition of the city, 
the following 
report has been 
prepared by City M anager 
Ray 
Sorum , which wás released 
to 
the public today. 
This report has been form ulat­ 
ed from the detailed statem ents 
subm itted to the city council, at 
a m eeting held or) M arch 1, 1944, 
and w hich were prepared after a 
thorough study had been made 
of all phases 
of 
the financial 
structure of the city governm ent. 


DIFFICULT TASK 


“A W h e beginning of each fis­ 
cal year, July 1, it has been the 
custom to prepare an estim ate of 
total receipts and expenditures 
for the coming tw elve months 
period. During such turbulent and 
uncertain times such as we are 
now experiencing, it becomes a 
difficult assignment to intelligent­ 
ly estim ate 
these am ounts for 
such a period. The statem ent pre­ 
pared at the beginning of 
the 
present fiscal year revealed that 
the city would probably be faced 
w ith an operating deficit of ap ­ 
proxim ately $5,000.00. A fter six 
m onths of actual operation, as of 
Jan u ary 1, 1944, a subsequent 
revised estim ate has been pre­ 
pared and with the benefit of the 
six-m onth period of known re ­ 
ceipts and expenditures, the fol­ 
low ing facts are presented: 
“The total am ount of all in­ 
come now anticipated by the city 
is estim ated to be $133,583.00 and 
the total amount of expenditures 
is estim ated 
to be $132,985.56,, 
which would indicate a surplus 
of $597.44 at the close of 
the 
fiscal year, June 30, 1944. 
Of 
course, the actual am ount 
will 
not be known until the books 
are closed at the end of the year 
and the above figure m ust 
be 
considered as only a reasonable 
estim ate.

Third World War 


In The Making Is 


Text of Lecturer 


George J. Rony, Leningrad- 
born, reporter and motion pic­ 
ture producer of Europe, who 
had to abandon everything and 
flee when the Nazis occupied 
Paris, addressed Palm Springs 
Rotarians, meeting at the Desert 
Inn Wednesday noon. 
Mr. Rony based his talk on the 
“Third World War" 
which 
is 
said is certain unless steps are 
taken now to prevent it. Mr. 
Rony emphasized the great pos­ 
sibility that the allies will lose 
the peace after winning the war. 
He read from official German 
documents outlining plans for the 
next world war in the event the 
Nazis lose this one and also told 
of Japanese plans for another 
w ar if they can put across their 
peace plans for the present war. 
Japan, he said, will withdraw 
their troops from occupied terri­ 
tories in an apparent uncondi 
tional surrender if they must, he 
said, but they will leave their 
civilians in those lands — and 
there are no Japanese “civilians” 
he said. They are all for the em ­ 
peror and for Japan and will al­ 
ways provide a dangerous fifth 
column threat. 
Dr. Henry S. Reid presided at 
the meeting and introduced the 
speaker.

Russian Viewpoint 


On Postwar Plans 


George J. Roney, native of Len­ 
ingrad, 
refugee 
from 
Hitler’s 
hordes in Paris, newsman, lectur 
er and European moving picture 
producer, addressed members of 
the Palm Springs Woman’s club 
and their guests Tuesday night at 
the club house, on the situation 
in Europe relative to Russian 
postwar plans, 
explaining 
the 
Russian point of view. 
In a highly interesting talk, he 
reviewed the history of Russia’s 
western frontier and declared the 
Russian aim was not expansion, 
but protection. 
NO NEED TO EXPAND 
“Russia, almost three times the 
size of the United States, does 
not need to expand. They do not 
need and do not want, more terri­ 
tory. Russia's real goal is Sieberia. 
She will turn to the cast but when 
she does, she wants to be certain 
of protection in the west.” 
This, he said, was Russia's goal 
in the west and the basis of her 
postwar plans, a fringe of pro­ 
tective, buffer states from Finland 
through the Baltic states to the 
Balkans. 
He told his audience that Rus­ 
sia was the only nation which did ■ 
not have conflicting world inter­ 
ests with the United States.

A New York newspaper re­ 
ported recently a ca|>e 
where 
parents of nine girl delinquents 
were called after the police ar­ 
rested their daughters in a raid. 
Parents were disgruntled be­ 
cause they were disturbed. None 
of the parents tried in any way 
to cooperate with or help the 
authorities. They did not seem in­ 
terested in the welfare of their 
children. This discovery leads 
some to believe that a big social 
problem today is one of parent 
delinquency rather than one of 
child delinquency. 
Thus far Palm Springs has had 
a minimum number of youth 
problems. It has been reported, 
however, recently, that high 
school and junior high school 
students have occasionally fre­ 
quented bars and cocktail lounges 
and have been served intoxicat­ 
ing beverages. This indicates a 
possible laxity in the enforce­ 
ment of existing laws which 
should be challenged vigorously 
—if it is true. 
Members of a conference made 
up of the American Hotel Asso­ 
ciation, Inc., stated recently that 
they did not want under age pa­ 
trons in their places of business. 
They see these young people as 
definite threats to their business. 
Distillers, package store dealers, 
vintners, and others in the con­ 
ference have similar selfish in­ 
terests in attempting to keep 
young people out of places where 
alcoholic beverages are served. 
It is the experience of all fa­ 
miliar with the problem that 
young people seek to enter tav­ 
erns and cocktail lounges only 
when the community fails to pro­ 
vide other places of amusement 
for them to go to. Young people 
want to be with others of their 
own age. They prefer soft drinks 
to stronger beverages, and they 
want their own particular type 
of entertainment—jitter bugging, 
for instance.

in a faint. This Is just a local 
outcropping of a type of delin­ 
quency which has run its course 
in other places.

Although in most cases this 
prank is not permanently injur­ 
ious, such foolish activities can 
not be countenanced. Such mis- 
hiefs can be prevented only when 
school authorities have the full 
support of parents. 
Communities throughout the 
nation have proved that when 
simple wants of wholesome recre­ 
ation are met, there are fewer 
problems with 
adolescents to 
meet. Fail to meet these wants, 
and young people will take the 
next best thing at hand. 
The government recognizes the 
growing necessity for keeping 
young people in the proper en­ 
vironment due to the psychosis 
of the war. 
The youth of Palm Springs will 
have entertainment of one type 
or another and it is up to the 
citizens of Palm Springs to pro­ 
vide them with the right kind. 
W hat the high school students 
need is a place where they can 
meet and indulge in the proper 
kind of activity.

only, the condition of this fund 
more definitely reflects the

financial status of the city than 
any other statement. 
"A survey of the general fund 
status shows that the balance on 
hand 
as 
of July 1, 1943, was 
$40,499.90, and that the antici­ 
pated balance as of July 1, 1944, 
is estim ated to be $40,311.49 or a 
decrease of $188.41. 


CASH RECEIPTS 


"From July 1, to December 31, 
1943, the cash receipts amounted 
to $14,912.33, while the cash dis­ 
bursem ents were $49,684.52, or a 
deficit of $34,772.19 over actual 
receipts. This deficit was provided 
from the above carry-over bal­ 
ance of $40,499.90 on hand as of 
July 1, 1943. 
"Due to the fact that the city’s 


■ share of the county taxes as well 
as other sources of income do not 
come into the city treasury until 
the la tter part of the year it is 
necessary that the general fund 
retain a "lean period” operating 
surplus of from

MUST BE CAREFUL 


“While these statem ents, which 
have been developed as th e re­ 
su lt of very careful survey 
and 
analysis of every operation 
of 
th e city governm ent, show that 
th e city is in sound financial con­ 
dition, and that it is expected to 
be so at the end of the present 
fiscal year, we m ust bear in mind 
th a t even through careful spend­ 
ing and a close w atch upon 
the 
operations of the city, we m ay be 
able only to keep a reasonable 
balance between 
receipts 
and 
disbursem ents. Thus, we will have 
no opportunity 
to accum ulate 
funds for the purpose of th e de­ 
velopm ent of any service or the 
undertaking of any construction 
o r expansion of needed projects. 
“It is hoped that this brief sum ­ 
m ary of the financial status of the 
city will provide an opportunity 
to the citizens of Palm Springs 
to become better acquainted w ith 
th e operation and condition
